Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants discussed the invention and distinguished the invention 
from the prior arts, Kanner and Wirth by stating that Kanner and Wirth fail to isolate a specific population of modified 
peptides from a complex mixture of peptides from a proteinaceous sample. Applicants also addressed that although 
Kanner and Wirth use an anti-phosphorylated antibody to isolate proteins, it has been shown by at least Mann that 
there is no success in using such antibodies to isolate modified peptides from a complex mixture of peptides. 
Furthermore, Applicants agreed to amend all applicable claims in the preamble to read isolating a "target" population 
and in step (c ) to read isolating said target population instead of isolating at least one population to clarify that the 
invention isolates a target population of modified peptides. All current issues in the final office action will be withdrawn 
when Applicants submit such amendment in a formal response. Applicants will also be informed of any new issues 
which may arise. 
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
